This week the Denver Post carried an article about an area 
man who has built an $82 million yacht, 281 feet long with 
six decks, requiring a crew of 25. 

Having wealth can enable us to live in comfort, even in lux- 
ury. But sometimes it becomes a burden. Like King Midas, 
who spent all his time counting his gold, we can easily be- 
come obsessed with wealth. Often, we want more and 
more. What do you do after you own the 38th largest yacht 
on the planet? Build a bigger one? This will be the fifth 
yacht this man has owned. 

In today's Gospel, we hear Jesus responding to a rich young 
man who asked how he could have eternal life. Jesus told 
him to get rid of his wealth, for it was an obstacle blocking 
his faith journey. Sadly, the young man left, disappointed 
with Jesus' advice. Jesus tells us all to get rid of stuff that 
comes between us and Him. 

Our Old Testament lesson reminds us that everything we 
have is a gift from God, even those things we think we have 
earned like homes, money, and possessions. God wants us 
to be good stewards of those gifts. But He also wants us to 
serve Him by using them to serve others and to advance His 
Kingdom. 

The rich young man left Jesus in sorrow, for he loved his 
wealth too much. Sadly, he missed both the joy of sharing 
his possessions and the opportunity to follow Christ which 
comes when obstacles disappear. 

Gracious Father, you have given us so much. Give us the will 
to get rid of things that get in the way of serving and loving 
you.
